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REMARKS 

Introduction 

The remarks are responsive to the final Office Action of October 29, 2004. Claims 1-2, 4- 
1 1 and 26 are pending. Applicant appreciates the indication of allowable subject matter in the 
present application. Claim 3 has been allowed. The allowable subject matter of claim 3 has been 
incorporated into claim 1 and for readability. Consequently, claim 3 has been cancelled without 
disclaimer. Claims 12-25 have been cancelled without disclaimer. The instant application has 
been placed into condition for allowance. Reconsideration and allowance of the instant 
application are respectfully requested. 
Claims 

Independent claim 1 has been amended with the subject matter indicated to be allowable 
from claim 3. Thus, it is respectfully submitted that claim 1 is allowable for issuance. Claim 3 
has been cancelled in light of the allowable subject matter being incorporated into the claim 1 
and for readability. Dependent claims 2, 4-11 and 26 are allowable in that the noted claims 
depend from allowable claim 1. Thus, the applicant now stands with allowable claims 1-2, 4-11 
and 26.
